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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach and/or fairly suggest a capacitance z-axis accelerometer wherein at least two fixed 
electrode plates are arranged parallel with a top surface of an insulation board and are placed one 
above each other via a plurality of posts, at least two movable electrode plates alternate with the 
fixed electrode plates and are placed one above each other another via connector posts placed 
within guide holes perforated through the fixed electrode plates, and a plurality of support beams 
adjacent to both ends of the movable electrode connect the movable electrode with beam fixing 
sections. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

2. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Hammond et al. discloses a capacitance z-axis accelerometer comprising a movable 
electrode 123 and a pair of fixed electrodes 1 13, 133 placed one above another via a plurality of 
posts 121, 131. Matsuda discloses a capacitance z-axis accelerometer comprising a movable 
electrode 14 and a pair of fixed electrodes 13,21 placed one above each other by walls 22, the 
movable electrode being supported by support beams 16-19.
